Warships to Be Interchangeable 

Melbourne.--Referring to the cable 
stating that the Canadian government 
proposed that Dominion warships be 
interchangeable with British warships. 
Premier Deakin said that the Austra- 
lian naval proposals included a_pro- 
vision for the interchanging of ship’s 
crews with those of the Imperial 
navy, cruisers to be sent them. It 
was thought desirable not only for at 
tachment to other units, but also to 
sections of the Imperial fleet itself, 
they being replaced in the meantime 
by Imperial cruisers.

Regina.—That there is no talk of 
doing away with the Royal Northwest

When asked concerning the need of 
the mounted policemen in this day of 
advanced civilization, the comptroler 
stated that there was as present more 
need of such a force than ever before. 
With such. masses of cosmopolitan 
population drifting into the country, 
there are more disputes and crimes to 
settle than ever before, and it is only 
by means of such a force as this one, 
ee petty controversies can be set- 
tled.
